1. The Council shall elect one of the members to occupy 
the chair, who shall be entitled President of the Council, and 
who shall hold his office daring the session thereof, unless he 
be removed therefrom by a vote of two-thirds of the members 
present. 

2. The President shall take the chair at the hour to 
which the Council shall have adjourned; shall immediately 
call the members to order, and on appearance of a quorum 
shall cause the journal of the preceding day to be read and 
corrected 

3. He shall preserve order and decornm; may speak to 
pa of order in preference to other members, rising from 

is seat for that purpose, and shall decide questions of order, 
suvject to an appeal to the Council by any member, and said 
appeal shall prevail when voted for by a majority of the mem- 
bers present. 

4. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. 
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5. Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to-wit: 
“As many as are of the opinion that, (as the question may be), 
say Aye,” and after the athrmative vuice is expressed, “As many 
as are of the contrary opinion, say No.” Jf the President 
doubt, ora division be called fur, the Council shall divide; 
those in the attirmative of a question shall first rise trom their 
seats, and afterwards those in the negative. 

6. The President shall call sume member to the chair 
when the Cuuncil votes to go into Committee of the Whole, 
and then may debate the question before the committee. He 
shall also have the right to name a member to perform the 
duties of the Chair, but each substitution shall not extend be- 
yond an adjournment. 

In the absence of the President, except as above men- 
tioned, the Council shall appoint a President PRO TEMPORE. 

7. He shall appoint all committees, unless otherwise 
directed by the Council. He shall sign all acts, memorials, 
addresses and resolutions; and all writs, warrants and subpcenas 
(issued by the Council), shall be signed by the Chief Clerk. 

5. There shall be the fullowing Standing Committees of 
the Council : 

Ist, Judiciary; 2d, Finance; 3rd, Federal Relations; 4th, 
Territorial Affairs; Sth, Mines and Mining; 6th, Incorpora- 
tions; 7th, Elections; Sth, Counties and County Boundaries ; 
9th, Military Affairs; 10th, Education; 11th, Roads and High- 
ways; 12th, Printing; 13th, Mileage; 14th, Engrossed Bills; 
15th, Enrolled Bills; 16th, Agriculture; 17th, Mails and Mail 
Facilities. 

9. In all cases of any disturbance or disorderly conduct 
in the lobby, the President (or Chairman of the Committee of 
the Whole) shall have power to order the same to be cleared. 

10. Reporters wishing to take down the debates may be 
admitted by the President, who shall assign such places tu 
them, on the floor or elsewhere, to effect their object, as shall 
not interfere with the convenience of the Council. 

11. After the Journal shall have been read and corrected, 
the order of business shall be as follows: 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


1st. Letters, Petitions, Memorials, Resolutions, Remon- 
strances and accompanying Documents, may be presented and 
referred without debate. 
. 2d. Notices of leave to introduce Bills may be given, and 
Bills may be introduced on leave granted. 
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3rd. Reports of Committees may be made and considered 
Ist, from Standing Committees; 2d, from Select Committees. 

4th. Messages and other Executive Communications. 

5th. Messages from the House of Representatives, and 
amendments proposed by the Huuse of Representatives to 
Bills from the ‘Council. 

6th. Bills and Resolations from the House of Representa- 
tives on their second reading. 

7th. Bills on their third reading. 

8th. Bills ready for third reading. 

9th. Bill reported by 2 Committee of the Whole. 

10th; Bills in which a Committee of the Whole has made 
progress, and has leave to sit again. 

lith Bills not yət considered in Committee of the Whole. 

12th. Miscellaneous Business. 

12. Bills of a public nature shall always have preference 
of private Bills. 

13. When any member is about to speak in debate, or 
deliver any matter to the Conncil, he shall rise from his seat 
and respectfully address himself to “Mr. President,” and shall 
oe himself to the question under debate, and avoid per- 
sonality. 

14. Whenever any member is called to order, he shall sit 
down until it is determined whether he is in order or not; and 
if a member be called to order for words spoken in debate, the 
exceptionable words shall be taken down in writing immediately. 

15. When two or more members happen to rise at once, 
the President shall name the meuiber who is first to speak. 

16. No member shall speak more than twice on the same 
question; nor more than once on a question of committment, 
without leave of the Council; nor more than two hours on any 
question without leave. 

17. Whilst the President is putting any question, or 
addressing the Council, none shall walk ont, or cross the room ; 
nor, in such case, or when a member is speaking, shall enter- 
tain private discourse; nor, whilst a member is speaking, shall 
pass between him and the Chair. Every member shall remain 
uncovered during the session of the Council. No member, or 
other person, shall visit or remain by the Chief Olerk’s table 
while the ayes and noes are calling. 

18. No member shall vote on any question in any case 
where he was not within the bar of the Council when the 
question was put unless by leave of the Council. 
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19. Upon a division and count of the Council on any 
question, no member withoat the bar shall be counted. 

20. Every member who shall be in the Council when the 
question is put, ‘shall give his vote, unies the Council, for 
special reasons, shall excuse him. All motions to excuse a 
member from voting shall be made before the Council divides, 
or before the calling of the ayes and noes is commenced; and 
any member wishing to be excused from voting may make a 
brief verbal statement of the reasons for making such request, 
and the question shall then be taken without further debate. 

21. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be 
stated by the President; and being in writing, it shall be 
handed to the Chief Clerk and read aloud before debate. 

22. Every motion shail be reduced to writing, if the 
President or any member desire it. 

23. After a motion is stated by the President, or read by 
the Chief Clerk, it shall be deemed to be in the possession of 
the Council, but may be withdrawn at any time before a 
decision or amendment. 

24. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be 
received unless to adjourn, to lie on the table, for the previons 
question, to postpone toa day certain, to commit, to amend, 
orto postpone indefinitely, and these several motions shall 
have precedence in the order in which they stand arranged. 
A motion to postpone to a day certain, to commit, or to post- 
pone indefinitely, being decided, shall not be again allowed on 
the same day, and at the same stage of the bill or proposition. 
A motion to strike ont the enacting words of a bill shall have 
precedence of a motion to amend, and if carried shall be 
equivalent to the rejection of the bill. 

28. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, that 
and the motion to lie on the table shall be decided without 
debate. © o ? 

26. The previous question shall be in this form: “Shall 
the main question now be put?’ It shall be only admitted 
when demanded by a majority of the members present, and 
until it is decided, shall preclude amendments and further 
debate on the main question. On a motion for the previous 
question, and prior to the main question being put, a call of 
the Copncil shall be in order. . 

27. On a previous question there shall be no debate. All 
incidental questions of order arising after a motion is made for 
the preyious question, and pending sueh motion, shall be de- 
cided, whether on appeal or ortherwise, without debate. 
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28. When a motion or question has been once put, and 
carried in the aflirmative or negative, it shall be in order for 
any member who voted in the majority, or when the Council 
is equally divided, for a member who voted in the negative, to 
move for a reconsideration thereof on the same or the suc- 
ceeding day, and such motion shall take precedence of all 
other questions except a motion to adjourn, A motion for re- 
consideration, being put and lost, shall not be renewed. 

29. Any member may call for a division of the question 
when the same will admit of it. A motion to strike ont and 
insert shall be deemed to be indivisible. A motion to strike 
out, being lost, shall not preclude an amendment, nor a motion 
to strike ont and insert. 

30. In presenting a petition, memorial, remonstrance, or 
other communication addressed to the Council or Legislative 
Assembly, the member shall state the gencral purport of it. 

31. Every petition, memorial, remonstrance, resolution, 
bill, and report of committee, shall be endorsed with itr appro- 
priate title, and immediately under the endorsement the name 
of the member presenting the same shall be written. 

32, Any member may make a call of the Council, and 
require absent members to be sent for; but a call of the Coun- 
cil can not be made after the voting has commenced—and the 
call of the Council being ordered, and the absentees noted, the 
doors shall be closed, and no member permitted to leave the 
room until the report of the Sergeant-at-Arms be received and 
acted upon, or further proceedings in the call be suspended. 

33. The entire Council shall constitute a Standing com- 
mittee for the consideration of all subjects of legislation. 

34. The rules observed in Council shall govern, as far as 
practicable, the proceedings in the Committee of the Whole, 
except that a member may speak oftener than twice on the 
same subject, and that a call for the yeas and nays, or for the 
previous question. cannot be made. 

35. Amendments made in Committee of the Whole shall 
be entered on a separate piece of paper, and so, reported to the 
Council by the Chairman, standing in his place, which amend- 
ments shall not be read by the President unless required by 
one or more of the members. The report having first been 
acted upon, the bill shall then be subject to debate and amend- 
ment before the question to engross be taken. 

36. All bills and resolutions shall be introduced by 
motion or leave, or upon the reports of committees. Members . 
introducing a bill shall always give one day’s notice of a 
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motion to bring it in, and, when brought in, it shall be endorsed 
with the name of the member or committee. 

87. Every bill or joint resolution, requiring the approval 
of the Governor, shall receive three several readings previons 
to its passage. The tirst reading shall be at length, and no bill 
shall receive a second and third reading on the same day. 

38. No bill or joint resolution shall be committed or 
amended until it has been twice read. If objections are made 
to a bill on its first reading, the question shall be: “Shall the 
bill be rejected?” If no objection be made, or the question to 
reject is lost, the bill shali go to its second reading. 

39. <All memorials, bills and joint resolutions requiring 
the approval of the Governor, and making appropriations of 
money, shall, on the second reading, be considered in Com- 
mittee of the Whole before they shall be acted upon in the 
Council; aud those originating in the Council shall not be 
re until atter being reported from the Committee of the 

Vhole or a Standing Committee, unless otherwise especially 
ordered by the Council. 

40. All bills, resolutions and amendments, after being 
printed, shall remain at least one day on the files before being 
considered. 

41. The final question upon the second reading of every 
bill or other paper originating in the Council, and requiring 
three readings previous to being passed, shall be: ‘Shall it be 
engrossed and read a third time?” and upon every such bill or 
paper originating in the House of Representative: “Shall it 
be read a third time ? > 

42. No amendment shall be received on third reading, 
except to fill blanks, without the unanimous consent of the 
Council In filling blanks, the largest sum, longest time, and 
greatest distance shall be first taken. 

43. A bill or resolution may be committed at any time 
previous to its passage. 

44. Every bill, joint resolntion or memorial originating 
in the Council, shall be carefully engrossed, before being trans- 
mitted to the Honse of Representatives for eoncurrence. 

45. Immediately after the passage of any bill or other 
papers to which the concurrence of the House of Representa- 
tives is to be asked, it shall be the duty of the Chief Clerk to 
transmit the same to the House, unless some member of the 
Council shall make a motion to reconsider the vote by which 
the Council passed said bill, or other papers, in which case the 
Chief Clerk shall not transmit said bill, or other papers, until 
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the motion to reconsider has been put, and on.the-concurrence 
in any bill or other papers of the House of Representatives by 
the Council, or on the concurrence er disagreement in any vute 
of the IIouse, it shall also be the duty of the Chief.Clerk to 
notify the House thereof. 


46. Memorials to Congress, to the President of the 
United States, or to the head of either of the Departments, 
‘shall -be considered in Committee of the Whole, before being 
adopted. 


47. It shall be competent for any member, when a ques. 
tion is being taken, to call for the ayes and nays, which shalt 
be inserted in the journal. A call for the ayes and nays can- 
not be interrupted in any manner whatever, except by a motion 
tu adjourn. 


48. Committees shall not absent themselves from the 
Council by reason of their appeintment, without special leave 
for that purpose be first obtained. 

49° It shall be in order for the Standing Committees to 
report enrolled bills and resolutions at any time. 

50. The subordinate officers provided for by the Organic 
Act shall be elected, and hold their term of office during the 
pleasure of the Council. The Chief Clerk shall keep a cor- 
rect journal of the daily proceedings of the Council, and shall 
perform such other duties as shall be assigned him as Chief 
Clerk ; he shall permit no journals, records, accounts or papers, 
to be taken froin the table or out of his custody, other than in 
the regular mode of business, and if any papers in his charge 
shall be missing, he shall report the fact to the President, that 
inquiry may be made; he shall superintend the recording of 
the journal of proceedings; the engrossing, enrolling, tran- 
scribing, and copying of bills and resolutions, and generally 

erform the duties of Chief Clerk under the direction of the 
resident. These officers shall severally take an oath truly 
and faithfully to discharge their respective duties of office. 


51. The proceedings of the Council on executive busi- 
ness shall be kept in a separate book of records, to be provided 
by the Chief Clerk of the Council, and published with the 
proceedings of the Council. 


52. The rules of Parliamentary practice, comprised in 
Jefferson’s Manuel, shall govern the Council in all cases to 
which they are applicable, and in which they are not inconsis- 
tent with these rules and the orders of the Couneil and House 
of Representatives. 
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53. The President is authorized to administer all oaths 
prescribed by the foregoing rules. , i 

54. The standing hour for the daily mecting of the 
Council shall he ten o’clock in the morning, unless the Council 
direct otherwise. 

55. The Governor, Secretary of the Territory, Judges 
of the Supreme Court, Delegates to Congress, Members of 
Congress, of State Legislatures, and of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and ladies, may be admitted to seats within the bar 
of the Council. 

58. No standing rule or order of the Council shall be 
rescinded or changed, without one day’s notice being given of 
the motion thereof; nor shall any rule be rescinded, changed 
or suspended, except by a vote of at least two thirds of the 
members present. 

57. In taking the vote upon the final passage of all bills, 
joint or other resolution, the yeas and nays shall be called by 
the Chief Clerk, and recorded upon the journal. 

58. In all cases of election by the Council of its officers, 
the vote shall be taken viva voce. , 

On motion of Mr. Higbee the report was adopted. `

To the Hon. E. T. Beatty, President of the Council: 


The Council “Concurrent Resolution No. 2,” creating the 
office of Journal Clerk for the present session, pr escribing the 
mode of filling such office by the respective Llonses, and the 
duties and compensation of such offices, is respectfully returne 
without approval, for the following reasons; 
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It is very evident that Congress having regard to the 
feeble condition of the Territories, intended to provide for the 
ponens of all their legislative expenses out of the National 

reasury, thus far relieving the people from. burdens likely to 
prove oppressive. The provision made in Section 1861, of 
your organic law, allowing each House four Clerks, with 
ample compensation from A United States, is one of the 
prominent evidences of this purpose. As if to confirm this 
generous intention, and make it obligatory, as well as advisory, 
doubtless moved thereto, by the disregard of it manifested in 
extravagant appropriations, by Territorial Legislatures, it was 
provided in other enactments now in force in this Territory, 
as follows: 

“Src. 1855. No laws of any Territorial Legislature, shall 
be made or enforced by which the Govervor or Secretary of a 
Territory, or the Members or oflicers of any Territorial Legis- 
lature, are paid any compensation, other than that provided by 
the laws of the United States.” 

“Sro. 1888. No Legislative Assembly shall in any instance, 
or under any pretext, exceed the amount appropriated by Con- 
gress, for its annual expenses.” 

It is respectfully submitted, with due difference to the 
conclusions reached by the General Assembly, in passing this 
resolution, that the prohibition contained in Section 1855, and 
1888, is unconditional, and absolute in this case, and in all like 
cases. It logically follows, that every Legislative expense must 
be paid ont of the appropriations, which Congress may in its 
wisdom make. and not to exceed the amount of those sppro- 
priations. Your resolutions creates an office. The officer on 
the instant of his office appointment or election, comes within 
the possitive prohibition of Section 1855. It is conceded that 
the history of our Territorial legislation, affords abundant pre- 
cedent for this resolution in appropriations outside of and not 
contemplated by Congress. It is equally true, that the Terri- 
tory is now in debt over one hundred and thirty-five thousand 
dollars; the direct result 6f this species of legislation. Is it 
not more wise to follow the law, than such precedent ? 

Reference is made to Section 1844, of the Organic Act, 
making it the duty of the Territorial Secretary, to record and 

reserve all the laws and proceedings of the Legislative Assem- 
ly. The book made by him is the oficial record of legislation 
and the laws, for the use of the government, and for perma- 
nent preservation. The proceedings of the Houses, being care- 
fully written in rolls by their clerks; read each morning for 
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their correction; signed by the presiding officers; attested by 
the Chief Clerks, and then delivered daily to the Secretary, 
are to be copied, and made matter of record—the journal rolls 
to be filed and preserved in his office. In this way, the record 
required by law can be made and preserved at the proper cost 
the United States.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE. 


Committee on Engrossed Bills report O. B. No. 30, and C. 
B. No. 32, correctly engrossed. 

Joint Committee on Finance and Ways and Means, 
reported as follows: 


To the Hon. the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Idaho : 


Your Joint Committee on Finance and Ways and Means, 
to whom has been assigned the examination into the affairs of 
this Territory, so far as the same applies to printing, beg leave 
to submit the following: 

Hirst—That all laws of a general character, which were 
passed at the 8th Session of the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Idaho, have been duly printed, but that special or 
local laws passed at said Session to the number of thirty-nine 
(89) (see page 876 Code,) have not been printed. 

The Secretary of the Territory signified to the Com- 
mittee that all Bills of a public nature would be paid for by 
the Government: but upon examination, we find that ‘Council* 
Bill No. 18, ‘An Act to provide for the disposal of Lands 
entered as town sites, under the Acts of Congress,” amount- 
ing to the sum of fifty dollars ($50) has been paid by the 
Territory, while the same appears oniis face that it is a 
proper charge against the Government. 

Second—Upon examination it is found that in December, 
1874, Territorial Warrants to the amount and value of thirty- 
five hundred dollars ($3500.00) have heen issued to E. J. 
Curtis, Esq., for purchase of said Code, in accordance with 
“An Act to provide for the poui by the Territory of Idaho, 
of the new Compiled and Revised Code of laws of Idaho Ter- 
ritory, and for the payment therefor,” approved December 28, 
1874. Conditioned onthe part of the said E. J. Curtis to 
execute a good and sufficient bond, with two or more sureties 


i 
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in the penal sum of $5,000.00, to complete a full index, head- 
notes and properly number the chapters, and sub-divisions of 
said laws, including the laws of the 8th Session, ina skillful 
manner, and prepare the same for the printer, with full mar- 
ginal notes, which bond was then duly approved by the 
Governor, and filed in the Controller’s office. Said bond being 
deficient in this, that the name of the principal is not affixed 
thereto. | 

It is claimed that afterwards, said Legislative Assembly 
of the 8th Session, by An Act entitled An Act providing for 
the taking effect of certain Acts, for repealing certain Acts for 
the appointment of a Revisory Commission, and defining their 
duties,” approved January 15, 1875, repealed entire the pro- 
visions of the former act. 

Third—Y our Committee find that the amount of seven 
hundred and twenty-one dollars and seventy-four cents, has 
been paid, by the United States Government, to Milton Kelly, 
Esq., for miscellaneous printing of the 8th Session. 

Fourth—That the Controller, on the 20th day of Febru- 
ary, 1875, issued to Milton Kelly a warrant for $625.50 for 
printing claimed to be a charge against this Territory, which 
was not at any time, due and owing from said Territory, and 
no authority for the issuance of said warrants has been found; 
and the Controller while before your Committee admitted that 
he had no authority to issue said warrants in law, but claimed 
that precedent in his said office had established a usage or 
custom. 

Lifth—That the Territorial Controller issued a warrant 
in January, 1876, to Milton Kelly, Esq., for the sum of $36.00, 
for printing done for Executive, Secretary of Idaho, and rules 
for the Government of the Supreme Court, which allowance 
is an illegal one, so far as this Territory is concerned, not 
authorized by any law whatever. In theissuance of the aggre- ` 
gate amount of $661.50, the Controller has clearly exceeded . 
his duty, and we feel warranted in saying there is no color or 
authority of law for the same. 

We are satisfied that there are express provisions of law, 
forbidding the Controller to issue any warrants against the 
Treasury for such services, and we are of the opinion, that the 
U. 5. Government expected to pay for ali necessary printing 
for the Legislative Assembly. See Sec. 1887, Organic Act. 

Sixath—Section 9 cf the Act appointing a Revisory Com- 
mission on the Code, ete., says: “That in case Congress shall 
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make an appropriation sufficient to pay for the printing and 
publication of the Code, no part of the sum hereby appro- 
priated shall be drawn, and no warrant shall be drawn, and no 
warrant shall issue therefor.” 


-It appears that Congress on the 31st day of July, 1876, 
on account of “Public Printing and Binding” in Idaho Terri- 
tory, approved an appropriation for the sum of $2,128.00, 
which left a deficiency in the Territory for the same. 


But the Controller of this Territory, on the 20th day of 
July, 1876, drew his warrant in favor of Milton Kelly, Esq., 
for the sam of $1,400.00, eleven days before said Act had been 
approved, and before said deficiency could be by law ascer- 
tained; and we are therefore of the opinion that undue haste 
has been exhibited in the issuance of said warrants, and at the 
time were illegal, improperly issued and without due authority 
of law. : 


Sections 4, 10, 11 and 12 of “An Act defining the duties, 
and fixing the salary of Controller,” are here referred to: 


Sec. 10. In all cases of grants, salaries, pay and expenses, 
ascertained and allowed by law, found due to individuals from 
the Territory, when audited, the Controller shall draw war- 
rants upon the Treasury for the amount in the form used in 
the Treasury Department; but in cases of unliquidated 
accounts and claims, the adjustment and payment of which are 
not provided for by law, no warrants shall be drawn by the 
Controller, or paid by the Treasurer, unless the previous 
appropriation shall have been made by law for that purpose, 
nor shall the whole amount drawn for and paid under any 
one head ever exceed the amount due thus appropriated. 

Sec. 11. If any person interested shall be dissatisfied 
with the decision of the Controller, on any claim. account or 
credit, it shali be the duty of the Controller, at the request of 
` such person, to refer the same, with the reasons of his decision, 
to the Legislative Assembly. 

Sec. 12. In all cases where the laws recognize a claim 
for money against the Territory, and no appropriation shall be 
made by law to pay the same, the Controller shall audit and 
settle the same, and give the claimant a certilicate of the 
amount thereof, under the official seal, if demanded, and shall 


delay as possible. l 
The requirements of law, so far as these sections are con- 
cerned, have not been complied with by that officer. 
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Sec. 4. Sub-division Yth directs the Controller to direct 
the prosecution for all official delinquencies in the name of the 
Territory, ect. 

We find that no reports of the defalcation of John 8. 
Gray has been reported to this Session of the Legislative 
Assembly, nor has the same thus far been collected.

Besides we would call the attention of the Council, and 
especially of the Nez Perce delegation, to the fact, that a bill 
has passed that provides for the redemption of outstanding 
warrants of Nez Perce county, by putting them up at stated 
times at public auction, to the highest bidder, for the money in 
the redemption fund of said county. This is a system that 
has been adopted in several of the counties of the Territory, 
and has proved a valuuble adjunct to the reduction of the debt 
in all the counties whereia it has been enforced, notably. so im 
the county of Boise, wherein during the eight years, that the 
system has been practiced, the debt of the county has been 
reduced from over one hundred thousand dollars to a mere: 
nominal figure. 

But should the bill under consideration become a law, the. 
creation of a redemption fund, in Nez Perce county, will, 
practically be a nullity, as one-fourth of the taxes will be paid, 
in warrants at their par value, which will necessitate the issu-. 
ance of other warrants in their place, in order to make up the. 
deficiency in the funds set apart for the payment of the current. 
expenses of the county, and thus the issuance of new warrants; 
for county expenses in place of the old warrants received for- 
taxes, and at their par value, will merely change the character 
of the county debt, instead of diminishing it, and by leaving 
but little ready money in the County Treasury for the purpose: 
of paying the current county expenses, or redeeming warrants, 
will greatly depreciate its valne, so that it will take a much larger 
amount to pay for necessary articles for the county, while no 
commensurate benefits arising from this low price of warrants 
will probably be experienced by the Redemption Fund, as 
the effects of the system as outlined, would in all probability 
be the formation of a speculative ring, whose purpose would 
be to buy up the warrants at a low figure, and pass them in at 
nearly their par value for the money in the Redemption Fund.

The Bill under consideration proposes to make the Terri- 
torial Tax seventy cents on the one hundred dollars, instead of 
of seventy-five cents, as is now provided by law. Your Com- 
mittee have, during the entire session, given the subject of our 
Territorial finances their serious and almost undivided atten- 
tion. We have found our finances to be in a most deplorable 
condition, and the Territory almost on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy. Instead of being able to take up the bonds of the Ter- 
ritory that were due, the, Assembly at its last session found 
that we were unabie even to pay the interest thereon; war- 
rants on the Prison Fund are now five years behind, and war- 
rants on the General Fund are worth barely seventy cents on 
the dollar, a depreciation of ten cents on the dollar during the 
last four years. The revenues of the Territory are constantly 
decreasing, while the expenses remain nearly the same, and in 
one particular, the expense of maintaining Territorial prisoners, 
will, during the next year be largely increased. 


Were it not for the fact that the taxes already wrung 
from a nearly impoverished people, are now so great, that the 
capitalists are seeking other localities for the Investment of 
their capital, and business men in order to leave a margin for 
profit, are compelled to ask a most exhorbitant price for their 
commodities, whilst the laboring classes, upon whom the real 
burden of taxation in the end must fall, are gradually lapsing 
into a condition of helpless poverty, we would, before this, 
in order to have placed the Territory on a sound financial 
footing, have introduced a bill ravstng the tax rate for Terri- 
torial purposes; but not considering that it was good policy 
under the cirenmstances so to do, we have endeavored to meet 
the needed requirements of the Territory for a greater return 
of income, by doing that which of itself would seem like an 
act of positive injustice, by introducing a bill taking away 
from county officers their percentage on Territorial monies. 
But all our efforts, the labor of an entire session devoted to 
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the consideration of this subject, would be rendered- nugatory 
and void, if this act now under consideration should become a 
law, we therefore hope that the Council will refuse it further 
consideration, and by its indefinite postponement relieve us 
from further trouble in connection with such mischievous and 
ill considered legislation. STEVENSON, Chairman.

The Secretary of the Territory has placed in our hands 
receipts for arms and stores delivered to different persons, as 
follows: A 

110 muskets and accoutrements,, 18 revolvers, 9-carbines 
and 140 rounds for same; 280 rounds for muskets, and two 
boxes of ammunition. : 

Your Committee are of the opinion that these arms have 
not been distributed according to the regulations, unless it be 
to two companies in Lemhi, and one in Ada counties, but find 
no law for any distribution of said arms. 

Your Committee can find no account of any of the miss- 
ing arms or ammunition, exclusive of receipts, except from 
rumors, and from these reports we believe that more or less in 
number have been delivered to Alturas and Ada counties, 

In conclusion, we would recommend that the Governor 
and Secretary of the Territory be requested to order in all of 
said arms.

Second=—-New Text books, Digests, etc., ete, being pub- 
lished from time to time, by which the Courts here can keep 
pace with other Courts, and bring their decisions into harmony 
with them. Various other reasons might be be urged, but 
these will suffice. 

The reasons for a change in the librarian, are that 
under the present management, books are taken from the 
library at any ones pleasure, with no account made, and many 
are lost, and it often occurs that when an authority is wanted 
by the Conrts, which belong in the library, it cannot be found. 
Besides the books should be kept in a place of more convenient 
access to the Courts, and patricularly to the Supreme Oourt 
Judges when in consultation, and more directly under their 
supervision. 

The bill contains provisions that will secure safety to the 
library, and enable the librarian to enforce rules and regula- 
tions which cannot now be donv. 

The library was in great part donated by Congress for the 
use of the Courts, aad it should be under their control. As 
the law now is they have no authority to make rules and regu- 
lations respecting it, snd it will not be long before sets will be 
broken up, indeed this is so now, and the value as a law library 
largely diminished if not destroyed, and the object of its crea- 
tion defeated. 

The cost to the Territory will be reduced from $250.00 
per year to 5120.00. The latter sum is only needed to com» 
pensate the librarian in some degree for the care of the books.

CONTROLLER. 


It is found that the system of keeping the accounts of the 
Territory is simple, perfect and satisfactory, superior in any 
respect to that system practiced heretofore. 

Under the present system the accounts commence with 
the first day of the fiscal year, ending with its close; the 
debts and credits of each account are complete and properly 
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; placed, and all the transactions of each fiscal year, kept and 
' accounted for within its own period. 
j An inspection of the books shows, under the former sys- 
y tem, as practiced by Daniel Cram Esq., the transactions of one 
= fiscal year, were incorporated into the accounts of another. 
For illustration : 
In accounts with the counties, the credits belonging to the 


i last quarter of the preceeding year, were carried into the ac- 
z count as credits due the county for the current year. In the 
` last quarter of the fiscal year, the debts are inconsiderable ; 


“i the counties having before received what they needed 
from the Territory, the credits formed much the larger sum, 
which being improperly carried into the account for the next 
year, carried with them whatever of error there might be in 
the difference between the amounts thus placed, and what 
would have appeared if they had been entered where they 
properly belonged. 

This process peing repeated from year to year, the error 
grew until, as the books show, the counties appear as the 
Bs creditors of the Territory for large amounts, which result is 
absurd and impossible. 

The effect of this was to make it impossible for the pres- 
ent Controller to balance the books, and in justice to the Ter- 
ritory, necessitates a change of system. 

Careful examinations of all the quarterly reports of the 
Auditor to this officer, proves the correctness of his hooks. 

His accounts with the Territorial Treasurer are correct; 
his warrant books have been examined, and compared with the 
registered indebtedness in all the funds, and we are satistied 
that he is an efficient officer.

The Joint Committee appointed to inquire into the man- 
agement of the Territorial prison, or U. S. Penitentiary, 
reported as follows : 

Mr. Presment—We, your Special Committee, appointed: 
to act in conjunction with a similar Committee from the House 
of Representatives, for the purpose of investigating into the 
condition of Territorial prisoners, in the United States Pen- 
itentiary, at Boise City, and in the custody and under the 
supervision of the United States Marshal at said place, would 
respectfully report, that together with said Committee of the 
House of Representatives, we visited said penitentiary, and 
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thoroughly examined its building, cells and apartments, and 
also into the condition, care and treatment of said territorial 
prisoners; that in pursuance of said inquiry into said matters, 
the Joint Committee composed of said special Committees, is- 
sued subpoenas for all those persons whom said Joint Commit- 
tee learned would be best able to give a full, true and correct 
statement of the various matters pertaining to said investiga- 
tion ; 
That said Joint Committee, during its investigation at 
said prison, conversed with the said prisoners therein held, 
and fully interrogated a majority of them, as to the treatment 
and care they received, at the hands of the keepers of the 
prison, the amount and quality of their food and clothing, and 
sanitary facilities and provisions extended to them. 

And after a full and careful investigation of such mat- 
ters, it isthe unanimous opinion and finding of said Joint 
Committee; That the building comprising the prison and 
other structures thereto pertaining, are well and substantially 
built, are large and of a capacity fully sufficient for any prob- 
able demands that now or in the near future may be made 
upon it; that the prison is well kept and ventilated, and by 
means of windows, has all the light required. 

That the average number of Territorial prisoners, held 
and cared for in the prison, during the year 1876, was nine 
and five-sixth. That the food furnished them is sufficient in 
quantity and quality; that provision has been made for and 
a physician is regularly employed to look afer the health of 
any of the prisoners needing medical assistance, and that as to 
food and medicine, all is done that is necessary, or thatis de- 
manded in such matters; that the clothing of the prisoners is 
sufficient and kept in repair, and that the cells and apartments 
of the prisoners appear to be clean, comfortable and well ven- 
tilated ; that there is no labor performed by the prisoners, 
from the fact, as your Committee learned, that it was impos- 
sible to find labor, or any kind of work for the prisoners, that 
would compensate the expense and risk attended upon such 
labor; that for sanitary purposes the prisoners are taken out 
and exercised ; that the punishment inflicted is seldom and not 
in the opinion of the Committee too severe. 

That in respect to the security and safe keeping of the 
prisoners, the Committee find that the prison building is suf- 
ficient, and that the guards employed, are all that are required, 
but that the shackles now in use in the prison, are insufficient 
and defective, and would recommend that measures be taken 
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to the end, that shackles of a better and later pattern be em- 
ployed in securing the convicts and preventing escape 

That among the Territorial prisoners, held in said prison, 
is one James Hamlin, convicted at the June term of the Dis- 
trict Court, in and for Owyhee county, for the period of two 
years from the 22nd day of June, 1875, and after consulting 
the United States Marshal, in charge of the prison, and the 
keepers employed under him, and other parties conversant 
with the circumstances surrounding the conviction and impris- 
onment of said Hamlin, we would recommend that measures 
be taken for his pardon and release, at as early a day as possible. 

That the Committee examined the accounts and charges 
of the United States, against the Territory for the keeping of 
its prisoners, and find them correct; that on the 31st day of 
December, 1876, there were twenty-one Territorial prisoners 
held and cared for in said prison. 

That according to the prison record, and the best informa- 
tion obtained by the Committee, that since the 21st day of 
March, A. D. 1872, up to the Ist day of January, 1877, there 
has been confined in said prison, Territorial prisoners to the 
number of thirty-three. id 

That in pursuing the said inquest into the above matters, 
your Committee examined, under oath, several witnesses, touch- 
ing the food, clothing, care und treatment of said Territorial 
prisoners, and other matters pertaining to the prison, the pris- 
oners and all things pertaining thereto, and within the scope 
of the powers delegated to your Committee, and the Committee 
of the House of Ropresentatives. And that after said inves- 
tigation and due consideration, the above report and findings 
are fully in accordance with the unanimous opinion of the 
Joint Committee of the two Houses. 

And herewith the Committee has transmitted the state- 
ment of the U. 5. Marshal, (keeper of the prison) names, 
number, time of conviction, and the term of imprisonment of 
all the Territorial prisoners, imprisoned in said prison since 
the 21st day of March, 1872, and up to the Ist day of January 
1877. : 

That your Committee in the above investigation, recog- 
nized the necessity of some law being passed, making it the 
duty of the Sheriff of the respective counties, when prisoners 
are transmitted to the keeper of the U.S. Prison, at Boise 
City, to file a statement with said keeper, of said prison, and 
also one with some other public officer at the Capital of the 
Territory, of the name of the prisoner so transmitted, the 
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date of conviction, the County in which the conviction was 
made, the crime for which the conviction was had, and the 
time for which the commitment was ordered ; and any other 
materiel matter found in the sentence and judgement against 
said prisoner or prisoners. Butas your Committee is informed 
and believes, a measure is now ae before the Legislature, 
that by its provisions will cure said defect, hence your Com- 
mittee make no recommendations on that point. 

That said Joint Committee, in traveling to and returning 
from said prison, incurred the expense of hack hire, to the 
amount of $7, and for the payment of which, the Committee 
recommend that said amount be paid out of the appropriation 
made by the resolution under which the Committee was 
credited. ,

Sentenced to im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for a term of eighteen months, 
from and after the 1st day of May, 1871, was pardoned by 
the Governor on the 1st day of August, 1872.
